For all such details I must 

refer you to the printed city reports, and, if you need explana- 
tions, to the heads of the various departments. 

It is very gratifying to me, that in entering upon our duties: 
we are sustained by so large a portion of our fellow citizens. 
This expression of confidence should lead us to a careful ine 
quiry whether in any department a better system can be intro- 
duced, whether the rights of the people can be better guarded, 
or their interests in any way promoted. This is our duty, and 
{ hope we may succeed in satisfying all reasonable demands 
for reform. 


‘ 


The necessary expenses of our city are very large, and must 
continue so. Good schools, open for all, are expensive, but 
they are indispensable ; good streets, well graded, drained and 
lighted, with good sidewalks, make a tawn comfortable for 
residents and attractive to strangers; the fire department with 
all its appurtenances must be kept up to a high state of. efh- 
ciency; an active police must be maintained by night and by 
day ; the poor must be cared for, humanely, sometimes liber- 
ally, at all times with a consideration for the recipients of the 
public bounty as well as for the public purse. | 

{ have alluded to only a part of the necessary “ expenditures ; 
and I am aware that to a large extent these are beyond your 
control. You, gentlemen, are expected to furnish the money 
and pay the bills; but the bills in many cases are contracted by 
others ; the school committee, the board of engineers, the over- 
seers of the poor, the health committee, each control the ex- 
penses of their several departments. And yet it is expected 
that you will, in all ways open to you, exercise a vigilant su- 
pervision over all city expenses. 

It is very desirable—I cannot impress it upon you too 
strongly, that economy should be practiced everywhere and in 
every way; not a shiftless meanness which avoids the incur- 
ring of necessary expenses, which buys poor material or em- 
ploys incompetent labor, but a true and liberal economy which 
prudently provides for present wants and foresees and is pre- 
pared for the exigencies of the future. 

And JI do not speak in a fault-finding mood, where I say 


63 
that the cost of the police and night-watch was larger in 1895 
than it was in 1873, though my predecessor two years ago 
suggested that it was worthy of consideration whether a large 
reduction might not be made in this expense consistently with 
the safety and convenience of the public. You, gentlemen, 
and the public may decide, whether this increased cost has 
brought increased efficiency to the police force—whether our 
streets are more quiet, or our property safer, or the laws bet- 
ter eniorced—whether more energetic or careful or prudent 
men have been secured ; if such has been the case perhaps the 
larger cost was necessary and justifiable. 
_ Neither am I disposed to censure an increased expenditure 
in the fire department in 1875 over that of 1873, ifthe expen- 
ses have been prompted and regulated by a proper care forthe 
interests of the city. Perhaps I can make no more compli- 
mentary allusion to the force and machinery of this depart- 
ment than to say that our predecessors have done their best to 
keep them in as good condition as they found them. During 
the present summer a new steamer has been purchased ; and a 
reservoir is now being constructed at Puddle Dock, which it 
is hoped will be available at all tides. 
During the past two years a part of the city farm has been 
\ laid out and graded, and the lots offered for sale. If these lots 
_ and a larger portion of the farm can be sold at proper prices I] 
i have no doubt it would be an advantage to the wealth and 
‘ growth of the city. 
I am informed that a proposition will be brought before the 
City Councils asking for aid inpaying the debt of the Ports- 
mouth & Dover Railroad. The city holds 3000 shares of the 
capital stock of that road, which were paid for by the issue of 
$300,000 city bonds. The road is leased to the Eastern Rail- 
_ road, and dividends have been paid upon the shares sufficient 
_ to pay the interest on the bonds up to this date. It will be 
your duty, gentlemen, to consider and decide whether the pub- 
lic interest requires the incurring of an additional liability in 
_ aid of the road. Whatever may be your decision in this case, 
_ Thope and trust that the city will not again be involved in any 


private enterprise. Iam strongly opposed to the use of the 
public money or the public credit for the purpose of building 
railroads. I donot believe it legal or prudent.

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I wish to call your attention to the condition of the mill 
ponds. Both of them have become serious annoyances to the 
inhabitants, and will soon be intolerable nuisances. It is nec- 
essary that something should be done speedily to purify those 
waters, and to prevent the accumulation of filth in them. It 
is desirable that you give the subject your earnest attention. 


The amendment to the city charter, passed at the late ses- 
sion of the legislature, contains some provisions to which it is 
proper that I should allude at this time, inasmuch as the ex- 
traordinary vote at the recent election seems to give the strong* 
est approval of them. First, is the provision for conducting 
all our tlections by daylight, or at least to bring them to a close 
at an early hour in the evening. This is no newidea, here or 
elsewhere. <A law requiring the polls in this city to be closed 
at a fixed time was passed in 1873, and was in force IJ think at 
one election. It was repealed in 1874, and the result was a 
return to the noisy and turbulent night sessions in some of the 
wards ; these night sessions are as unnecessary as they are dis- 
graceful; they are unnecessary because all citizens who desire 
to vote can find ample time and opportunity inthe nine hours 
of daylight during which the polls are required to be kept 
open; they are disgraceful because they are liable to lead to 
and promote public disorder, excite evil passions, and en- 
courage fraud and dishonesty. I hope and believe that this 
wise and salutary provision of law may not again be disturbed. 


Another provision of the amended charter, is that requiring 
all the check lists to be prepared by a board of inspectors. 
This board, members of which are elected by each ward, must 
necessarily be composed of men of both parties. No mere 
partisan board can hereafter prepare a list of voters, and dis- 
honest and double voting will be mainly guarded against. 
This mode of preparing the check lists has “been in use in 
some of the cities of this and other States; it is highly spoken 
of, and demands a fair and honest trial. 


Gentlemen, I shall take the earliest opportunity to lay beé- 
_ fore you a statement of the financial condition of the city, and 
of the appropriations credited to the various accounts.. I shal 
be ready at all times to join with you in any measure tending _ 
to promote the happiness and prosperity of our beloved city.

There is also an appeal of the Misses Peirce from the award of 
damages, occasioned by the widening of Richard’s Avenue, entered at 
the term of the Supreme Court now in session. 

Another action which will be returnable at the next term is 
brought by Mr. Charles H. Sides, against the City, to recover dama- 
ges for an injury alleged to have been received by his minor child, on 
. the twenty second day of August last, by the insufficient and deficient 
planking of Jilm Street, where the track of the Eastern Railway cross- 
es the street at grade. 

As [ regard this as a case wherein, if there can be anything re- 
covered, the city should be reimbursed by the Railway Company, as . 
the defect, if such existed, was wholly due to the manner in which the 
Railway has laid the planking at the crossing referred to, L have 
had a proper notice served upon the President of the Eastern Railroad 
Oo., apprising him of this action, the nature of the claim and that the 
City will look to the Railroad Co., for the payment of all damages | 
which may be recovered therein ; and inviting that Corporation to 
defend the suit if they shall so elect. 

In conclusion, I desire to assure the Councils that the Marshal of 
the City, and his assistants have promptly and faithfully discharged 
ull their duties, so far as my official connections have permitted me te 
be informed.

_ tained; the amount of property belonging to the City under my 
_ charge; a list of the members, with their ages and residences; and 
Beet of reservoirs, wells and hydrants with their location and con- 
dition. ;

MEMBERSHIP. 
The membership of the Department has been increased since the 
- last report, in compliance with an Ordinance passed Sept. 2ist. It 

now numbers 122 men, divided as follows :—Chief Engineer and four 
_ Assistant Engineers, Clerk of Fire Department, ‘Two Steamer com- 
panies, each consisting of 23 men, and one Steamer company of 22 
men. Two Extinguisher companies, ten meneach. One Hook & 
Ladder company numbering 20 men. One Hose company 3 men, 
and Supply Wagon with 3 men. ‘Fwo men for the Steamer in re- 


APPARATUS. 

The apparatus of the Department consists of three Steam fire en- 
a with hose carriages attached, and one Steamer in reserve. 
Two Extinguishers, One Hook & Ladder trucks. One Supply 
Wagon, and one Horse Hose Carriage. 

_ Steamer No. 1 was built by Messrs. Campbell & Whittier of Rox- 
bury, Mass. Put into service in 1865. No.2 was built by Portland 
Oo. Put into service in 1864. No. 3 by the Amoskeag Co. Putin- 
© service in 1870. No. 4 was built by B. S. Nichols & Co., of Bur- 
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lington, Vt. Put intoservice in 1876. These Engines are in good 
order with the exception of No. .2, which needs a new boiler. It 
would cost about one thousand (1000) dollars. When this.is done it 
will be areliable engine. The Extinguishers, Hook & Ladder trucks 
and their apparatus are in good order. 

HOSE. 

There are 5500 feet of leather, and 1050 feet ot linen hose in the 
Department, 2000 feet of the leather hose is nearly new, but the re- 
mainder is in a poor condition, and the linen hose is worthless. 

HOUSES. 

The Engine Houses are in good condition. A brick floor with 
granite tracks has been laid in the houses of Nos. 3 & 4, anda spa- 
cious hose tower has been built in the rear of this building, which 
gives ample accommodation for washing, drying, and storing hose. 

WATER SUPPLY. 

The reservoirs number 15. Two serviceable salt water reservoirs 
haye been, built at Puddle Dock the past year. I would renew the 
request which has been made before----that the inlets of the reser- 
voirs be enlarged. 

{ would recommend that a pipe be laid to lead the water from the 
Hanover Street reservoir to the corner of Vaughan and Congress 

_ streets, which would give us an ample supply of water in case of fire 
in that vicinity : also that a six inch hydrant be put into the aqueduct — 
log near the corner of Fleet and State Streets, and one into the aque- — 
duct log near the Methodist Church. A salt water reservoiron Den- 
nott street near the Distillery is much needed. 

FIRES AND ALARMS. 

The fires and alarms from Jan. 1, to December 51, number 17. 
The value of the property destroyed and the amount of insurance 
on the same is shown elsewhere. 

EXPENDITURES. 

The amount of money expended by direction of the Board of 
Engineers ‘is $8423,07 ; of which $4260,00 was for salaries. .
